ACQUITTED

The Special Criminal Court at Collins 
Barracks, Dublin, yesterday, acquitted 
Patrick Olughan (54), Park View Bungalow, 
Navan road, Dublin, who was charged with 
having made a statement to Guard Bernard 
McCormick, having reasonable grounds to 
believe that such statement would mislead the 
Guard in the performance of his duty. 

Olughan was alleged to have stated that 
he had seen two parachutists drop from an 
aeroplane into the grounds of the Dominican 
Convent, Cabra. 

Mr, John Farrell, instructed by Mr. D. 
O’Donovan (Chief State Solicitor’s Office), 
said that the Attorney-General took a serious 
view of the case, even though the facts might 
make it appear to the Court that the defend- 
ant did not realise the effect of what he was 
doing. As a result of the statement which 
defendant made to the Guard, certain 
emergency precautions were taken, and large 
parties of military and Guards were 
despatched on a starch. Even while the 
action of the defendant in this case might be 
harmless, the old fable of the boy who cried 
“ Wolf ' must be forevér in the minds of 
those who had to govern the country. 

The defendant, for whom Mr, P. F. 
O’Reilly appeared, said that he had been 
jesting about the possibility of parachutists 
MS He denied, however, having said 
that they did land or that, he spoke to the 
Guard on the subject. The Guard may have 
overheard him talking to others. 

The Court said it would give Olughan the 
benefit of the doubt. i 


SHARES IN COMPANY 


SUPREME COURT 
DISMISSES APPEAL

The Supreme Court dismissed, with costs 
against all the defendants, the appeal which 
was brought on behalf of Messrs. F. Hafner 
and Sons, Ltd., South Great George’s street, 
Dublin; Mr. and Mrs. Powderly, Merrion 
road, Dublin, and Mr. John McGrath, Howth 
road, Dublin, directors of the company, from 
un order of the High Court allowing Mr. 
Frederick Olhausen, Braemor Park, Rathgar, 
Dublin, to amend the statement of claim in 
his action against them in connection with 
shares in the company. 

The Court were unanimously of opinion 
that the trial judge had sufficient material 
before him to justify him, in his view of the 


case. to grant the amendment. 
Mr. Olhausen had been left 500 shares 
in the company under the will of Mr. 


Frederick A. Hafner, Merrion road. Dublin, 
and he said that the defendants had refused 
to pass their transfer to him, His amend- 
ment added to the statement of claim the 
allegation that the defendants had been act- 
ing together to prevent him from getting the 
shares. 

It was submitted’ on behalf of the 
appellants that Mr. Olhausen had not shown 
that he had any _ reasonable grounds for 
making the allegation. 

Mr. Overend, K.C., for Mr. Olhausen, sub- 
mitted that, on the notes of minutes of the 
company and correspondence, to which he 
referred, there was reasonable ground for 
the amendment. The judge who had given 
leave to amend the statement of claim had 
done so in the exercise of his discretion, and 
his order should not be interfered with.

Walter Joseph Brady (25), of no business, 
Summerhill Parade, Dublin, who was accused 
of the attempted murder, by shooting, of 
Patrick Woods, Manager, North City Branch, 
Messrs. Johnston, Mooney and O’Brien; with 
the armed robbery of £469, illegal possession 
of firearms, and conspiracy, was found guilty 
on all counts. He was put back for sentence 
until Monday. 

When warders attempted to lead him from 
the dock down into the cells Brady struggled 
violently and shouted: ‘‘I did not do it. I 
tell you | did not do it.”” Civic Guards went 
to the help of the warders, and Brady was 
brought below. 

Mr. J. A. McCarthy, K.C., and Mr. J. 
Kealy (instructed by the Chief State Solicitor) 
prosecuted, and Mr. Liam Trant McCarthy, 
solicitor, defended. Mr. O. Keane (instructed 
by Messrs. D. and T. Fitzgerald) held a 
watching brief for Messrs. Johnston, Mooney 
and O’Brien. 

Further evidence was given in support of 
the alibi defence. 

Summing up,: the President of the High 
Court said that the evidence showed that the 
shot fired at Mr. Woods was fired with a 
reckless disregard for life. 

Giving evidence of character, a detective 
officer said that Brady was married and had 
children. He had no previous conviction, but 
he had been associating with a man suspected 
of armed robbery, 

The President of the High Court com- 
mended the work of the detectives in the 


case.

A warning that the treasury would take 
igorous action to prevent wasteful spending 
by firms in order to evade the 100 per cent. 
excess profits tax was given by the British 
Chancellor of the Exchequer (Sir Kingsley 
Wood) in the House of Commons last night. 

The House, which was considering the 
Finance Bill in Committee, accepted new 
clauses raising the excess profits tax from 
60 to 100 per cent. and providing that pay- 
ments which the Income Tax Commissioners 
considered extravagant would be ignored 
when profits were being calculated. 

The House accepted an amendment moved 
by Sir Kingsley Wood to provide that for 
the period of the war death duties shall not 
be paid more than once where an estate 
passes as the result of the death of persons 
serving in the forces.

‘‘A newspaper's function was to tell the 
truth. When an impostor and humbug went 
around in a mask it was right to tear the 
mask off and expose him for what he was. 
The function of the Press would be destroyed 
if from day to day it was not entitled to 
present facts and make reasonable comments. 
If everybody who had been adversely com- 
mented on by newspapers could air their 
grievances all the stationery in the world 
would be quickly used by people claiming 
damages.’’ ‘This was a statement by Judge 
Cleeson to-day, during the hearing of an 
action by Patrick Henegan, Castlerea, who 
claimed £300 from the Loscommon Herald 
for alleged libel. 

Plaintiff claimed that the. lbel was con- 
tained in the words: ‘‘Gubawn Contractors 
Discussed,” which headed a Roscommon 
Board of Health meeting report on September 
3rd. The words, he alleged, were not used 
at the meeting, where his repair work on 
cottages was adversely criticised. 

The jury found that the words complained 
of did not refer to plaintiff and judgment was 
given for defendants with costs and expenses.

Senator Sean O’Donovan, who presided, 
said that what they wanted was more trained 
men, and he asked them to try and treble 
their numbers. 

Mr. P. J. Hernon said that they wanted 
2,700 wardens in the city area, and so far 
had only just a thousand. 

Mr. Moylan said that their great difficulty 
in organising an air raid precautions service 
lay in the fact that the possibility of the 
need for such a service could not be 
appreciated by the general public. The first 
essential of this service, if at all possible, 
was the provision of timely warning. ‘Their 
siren system had been tested, and, he 
thought, had worked reasonably well. It 
would, however, be necessary to issue an 
emergency order against sirens in the city. 
They iad set up a control centre, and had 
made all necessary surveys and preparations 
for the eguipment, of message centres in each 
locality. It would be necessary for wardens 
to familiarise themselves with an emergency 
communication system in case telephone com- 
munication broke down. Theirs was a 
totally civilian organisation, but the type of 
training and organisation would be, in a 
great measure, on military lines. 

Having described the duties of wardens 
in respect to warnings, rescue, demolition 
services, evacuation, etc., Mr. Moylan went 
on to say that in times of war and stress and 
excitement opinions were often hastily 
formed, and decisions made without due 
thought and consideration.

He 
fought against the Bolsheviks in the Baltic 
States and in Finland while General Weygand 
was fighting them in Poland. Then he re- 
joined his regiment in Turkey. It is said 
that he has an iron nerve, a complete lack of 
self-consciousness, exuberan‘ humour, and the 
demeanour of an intrepid soldier.

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A “THOUGH from time to time com- 

petitors have appeared to challenge 
the popularity of glass in its various and 
manifold uses in the home, the last few 
years have seen an ever-growing increase 
in this popularity, and a growing increase 
in the number of purposes for which glass 
is used. For beauty and elegance, as weil 
as for pure utility, glass is unbeatable, 
and there is no home whose appearance 
and efficiency does not to a large extent 
depend upon it. The mention of glass to 
most of us brings thoughts of breakages 
and that mysterious, almost supernatural, 
““come to pieces in mv hands” factor; 
but this idea also seems to have been 
present to the minds of the modern manu- 
facturers, for glass goods have, lately 
become much more durable and harder to 
) break than formerly. 


TABLE GLASS 


The appearance of a table laid for a 
festive occasion depends to a very large 
extent on its shining glass, which shows 
off the polished wood, clean silver, ad 
ives scope in itself for pleasing variety. 
Small glass animals, attractively coloured, 
are a new idea for table decoration which 


has gained great favour, and glass 
table napki-. rings look particu- 
larly well with napkins in pastel 


shades of fine linen. Glass handles, with 
pleasing designs, are not fitted to dessert 
cutlery, and a set of knives and forks with 
these handles is an idea for a present 
which is at the same time useful and un- 
usually beautiful.

VASES 
The popularity of glass for flower vases, 
which for some time~-was_ seriously 


threatened by other substances, has now 
very definitely been reasserted. Old de- 
signs revived are proving the most popular 
at present in glass flower containers. Vases 
with a “ flare’’ are most appreciated by 
women, because of the facility with which 
blooms can be arranged, as compared with 
the tank or tumbler shaped containers. For 
lilies and chrysanthemums, particularly, 
vases in shades which match the blooms are 
attractive and much sought after, and a 
design in thick glass, taken from the 
eighteenth century milk pan, is particu- 
larly suited to such flowers as stocks, 
marigolds and asters. 


PERSONAL ADORNMENT 


Glass fot wearing presents each year a 
wider scope of mg og variety. A note 
of gaiety is given to holiday frocks by the 
introduction of some well-chosen glass 
jewellery. Wristlets, necklaces, clips and 
earrings are made in glass in pretty 
colours, and are fashionable at present. 
Glass bracelets should be very wide, with 
a tounded engraved surface in clear and 
stippled glass. These are particularly 
effective in a foliage design, and can be 


obtained in colours to suit every taste.

I want to say a word about glass in its 
most useful aspect, and I do not think 
that many readers will disagree with me 
when I place cooking glass under this 
heading. The introduction of glass dishes 
in which meals can be cooked and brought 
to the table has been a boon to all whose 
duties entail cooking, but to none so much 
as to those who have no maids and to 
whom cooking of meals is but one of a 
multitude of duties. Glass cooking ware 
has been on the market for a considerable 
time, but it is continually being improved 
and enlarged in scope and variety. To 
keep quite up-to-date you should go to 
one of the large stores every few months 
and ask to be shown the latest in glass 
cooking utensils. You will usually find 
something to interest you. Detachable 
handles, which can be fitted to the dishes 
when they are being used for cooking and 
removed before they appear on the table,

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The Fight for Paris 


After more than twenty-four hours of 
Germany's great offensive on the Western 
front, the general situation was described 
last evening by a French spokesman as 
“fairly good.’’ The Germans are develop- 
ing the idea of the Blitzkrieg with 4 
vengeance. Apparently, they are making 
desperate efforts to bring the war to a 
successful end within the shortest possible 
space of time, and, by sheer weight of 
numbers and of material, are hoping to 
overwhelm the French within the next few 
weeks. Their attack is being launched 
from four main points. The first is at 
Abbeville, the second at Amiens, the third 
at Péronne, and the fourth in the 
neighbourhood of Soissons. Paris, of 
course, is the chief objective, and the main 
weight of the German offensive has been 
hurled agairst the point where the Somme 
is joined by a canal to the Aisne. At this 
point there is a natural gap through which 
the German High Command hopes to be 
able to pour its heavy tanks in the 
direction of Paris, while towards the 
the lighter mechanised 


Le Tréport, Dieppe, Le Havre and Rouen, 
in an effort to isolate Paris from Great 
Britain, and thus ease the task of the 
main offensive. It was stated yesterday 
that the Germans were bringing petrol 


supplies in lorries directly from Rumania 


to the scene of operations in France ; and 
it is fairly obvious that they are stakinz 
everything on the quick success of the new 


offensive. According to the French reports, 
General Weygand’s troops are. holding 


their own. Monsieur Paul Reynaud, the

if they should wait until the Western 
Allies should find themselves in.a tight 
corner and then attack them in the rear.

Yesterday it was announced that members 
of the Fascist Party had been given orders 
to keep their uniforms in readiness for 
the moment when Signor Mussolini should 
give the signal for war from the balcony 
of the Palazzo Venezia; and there is no 
doubt that every possible effort is being 
made to stir up war fever throughout Italy. 
On the other hand, there is a strong body of 
opinion among the Italian people that not 
only does not relish the idea of war against 
the Allies, but believes that, in spig2 of 
Germany’s initial successes in the field. 
France and Great Britain will win the war 
in the long run. For that reason, there 
seems tv be little enthusiasm for the pro- 
posal that Italy should throw in her lot 
with the Germans. Naturally enough, the 
noisier elements among the student class 
are breast-high for a fight; but it would 
be grossly unfair to judge the Italian 
people by the antics of a handful of hot- 
headed youths in the streets of Rome or 
Milan. Of course, it would be futile to 
ignore the danger of Italy’s sudden inter- 
vention on Germany’s side. Power politics 
take neither principle nor sentiment into 
account ; and, although the sympathies of 
the mass of Italy’s population probably 
are with the Aliies, nobody matters but 
the Duce.

world that the German tanks are not irre- 
sistible—not only will Germany lose the 
war, but Italy probably wil] maintain her 
neutrality. Signor Mussolini’s attitude 
hardly could be described as heroic; but 
there it is, and it must continue to play 
an important part in the deliberations of 
the democratic Allies. So long as Italy’s 
policy remains in doubt large French and 
British forces will continue to be im. 
mobilised in South-Eastern France and in 
the Near-East. To this extent Italian 
neutrality constitutes a valuable asset to 
the German High Command; and it never 
must be forgotten that Herr Hitler. and 
his military advisers are more than 
anxious to avoid a war on two fronts.

Dublin’s Water 


We publish this morning an announce- 
ment by the Dublin City Manager in 
which he states that from to-day restric- 
tions will be placed upon the use of water 
in the metropolitan area. Citizens are 
asked to take every precaution that no 


water gardens or lawns, to wash shop 
fronts or motor cars, or for any other 
purpose, is strictly forbidden; and, if 
necessary, the water supply to the whole 
city and to the outside areas, Bray, Grey- 
stones and Dun Laoghaire, will be cut off 
at nightfall. Special night inspectors will 
keep watch for any infringement of the 
regulations, and offenders will . be 
prosecuted. It is a strange paradox that 
in this country, where the rainfall is as 
high, if not higher, than anywhere else 
in Europe, such restrictions should be 
necessary; but Dubliners may console 
themselves with the thought that this year 
is probably the last in which the city 
water supply will not be ample for their 
fullest needs. The hydro-electric scheme 
at Poulaphouca was expected to reach 
completion next autumn, and, even if the 
work is being delayed by new conditions 
imposed by the war, there seems to be 
every likelihood that the Liffey water 
supply will be available by the summer of 
1941. This year the reservoirs at Still- 
organ are lower than they have been for a 
long time. The extraordinarily heavy 
frost in the early spring burst so many of 
the pipe-lines that the reservoirs within 
the space of a few days became almost 
empty, and the long period of abnormally 
dry weather which has lasted virtually 
ever since has meant that the depleted 
tanks have not been refilled. None of the 
normal winter surplus, therefore, is now 
available to meet the summer demand— 
which this year, perversely, seems to be 
higher than ever. At present the water 
supply in several parts of the city is shut 
off at night, notably in Terenure, Rath- 
mines, Drimnagh, Crumlin, Pembroke. 
Cabra and Chapelizod, but despite these 
severe restrictions the amount of water 
still being consumed is twenty-three 
million gallons a day. At this time last 
year consumption was only twenty-one 
millions. It is obvious, therefore, that at 
least two million gallons a day could be 
saved with little effort. The reliably 
available supplies, however, produce only 
twenty million gallons a day—seventeen 
millions from the River 
Roundwood and three 
Bohernabreena ;

In a leading article to-day The Times 
remarks :—New Orders issued yesterday by 
the Board of Trade impose drastic restrictions 
upon private consumption, and more are 
foreshadowed, They will be welcomed by ihe 
public, which, ever since war was declared, 
has been asked to be told with authority ‘by 
what sacrifices and by what abstinences it 
could best help the national effort. A first 
move in this direction was made in April, 
when supplies to the retailer of woven cotton, 
linen and rayon goods were limited to three- 
quarters of the pre-war quantities. The field 
is now extended to cover knitted goods as 
well, and a long list of articles in general 
use, the supply of which over the next six 
months is to be reduced by a third. Con- 
sumers are warned that after next October 
the supplies of cotton textiles will be further 
reduced to une-quarter, reckoned in value, of 
those available last year. 

A large proportion of imports, about seven- 
ninths of the total, is already controlled by 
licence. From Monday next this control will 
be applied to all imports, with the exception 
only of certain live animals. Furthermore, 1n 
order to release for munition work the highly- 


skilled engineering capacity used at present 
in catering for unessential home needs, and 
to conserve supplies of steel and other 


valuable metals, the purchase of certain kinds 
of machinery is prohibited except under 
licence. Bakers, confectioners and printers 
may have to postpone till after the war the 
less urgent renewals of their plant. They 
will be as ready as the general public to 
recognise that in time of war their needs 
rank far below those of the fighting services.

Ypres Again! 


Once again, a correspondent remarks, 
the historically battle-scarred town of 
Ypres seems: likely to figure prominently 
in news of war. 

It 1s a place that teems with memories 
of Irish gallantry, not all of which are 
connected with the Great War of 1914-’18: 
for the surrounding parts of Flanders and 
France provided localé for the earliest 
exploits of the Irish Brigade in the service 
of Louis XIV. 

It was in the choir of the convent of 
Irish nuns of Ypres that the colours cap- 
tured by the Brigade, under Lord Clare, 
at the Battle of Ramillies in 1706 wera 
hung “ as an offering to God and Father- 
land.”’ 

Dispossessed during the sack of the town 
in 1914, the successors of those “ Irish 
Dames of Ypres’’ came to Ireland, but 
not without the relic. Last summer ! saw 
the flag at Kylemore Abbey, Connemara, 
where the exiled nuns, now established 
there, keep it upon exhibition. 

Incidentally, a piece of masonry from 
the fallen Convent of Ypres, suitably 
mounted and inscribed, i. centre-picce on 
the table of the Kylemore reception room.

FRENCH HOLD FAST: 
TRAP TANKS 


PARIS, Thursday. 


Hitler’s drive on the Western front was 
resumed in all its fury at dawn to-day. The 
French reported that they were generally 
holding fast all along the wooded slopes of 
the battle-scarred Somme, effectively counter- 
ing the Nazi Blitzkrieg and trapping more 
and more of its swift-advancing tanks. 

French military leaders considered the 
situation to-day to be “fairly good,” the 
Paris War Ministry spokesman declared. 

The _semi-official Telefrance Agency 
reported that the Germans were using one 
mechanised divis:on at each of four principal 
points on the front where they are con- 
centrating their thrusts. 

The front still runs from the Channel to 
the Laon-Soissons road, between the valleys 
of the Aisne and the Oise. No developments 
were reported on the eastern section of the 
German buige to the Sedan area, nor on the 
Maginot Line. ak 

The four spearheads of the Nazi drive 
on the Somme are presumably Abbeville. 
Amiens, the area south of Peronne and St. 
Quentin, and the Laon-Ailette Canal region. 

The Telefrance Agency reported late to- 
day that Abbeville was one of the sectors 
where an isolated German attack had been 
launched, adding that German mechanised 
divisions were also being used in at least 
two other less important sectors of the line.

“HELL IN PARADISE” 
ON THE SOMME 


DESCRIPTION OF GRIM 
BATTLE

The fighting on the Somme is the nearest 
vision of ‘‘ Hell in Paradise ” it is possible 
to: imagine. This grim battle, in which 
tanks, low-diving bombers, heavy artillery, 
and every modern weapon of destruction are 
being used, is taking place in rich, green 
pastoral country, in all the beauty of early 


June, with sunshine pouring from blue skies. 
The very contrast makes it still . more 
hideous. 


Cows with their calves are grazing knee 
deep in lush grass and clover between the 
front line positions, Horses and their foals 
are galloping madly away from bursting 
shells and bombs. Chickens and ducklings 
are running round machine-gun and anti-tank 
posts as they fire at the enemy. 

Before the German attack began on Wed- 
nesday there were even old peasant men and 
women and children living in pleasant rose- 
decked cottages within a mile or less of the 
front-line outposts. Bombs exploded all 
round them. Shells shrieked overhead, but 
they were reluctant to leave their homes. 
Every effort is being made now to take them 
back from the danger zone. 


OLD MAN IN COTTAGE 


One priest, who visited a cottage right at 
the front, was horrified to find a man of 84 
in bed in the otherwise unoccupied dwelling. 
The other occupants had been unable to re- 
turn, and he had lain there unattended, with- 
out food several days, amidst all the clamour 
of warfare. Every attention was given to 
him, but he died haatie afterwards. 

A picture of the bitterness of this new 
blitzkreig-is provided by the scene at the 
funeral of several soldiers, who were being 
buried in a plot of ground by a road near the 
front. They had been killed in action. While 
a clergyman was reading prayers and a group 
of soldiers were standing reverently beside 
him German bombers suddenly shrieked down 
from the sky, rained bombs, and opened 
machine-gun fire on a battery close by the 
road. Several of the bodies had already 
been lain in their graves, but the clergyman 
and the soldiers at once leapt. down into the 
other open graves and crouched for shelter 
against the storm of death from above. When 
the bombers roared away they climbed out 
and completed the Service.

THREAT TO AMERICA

same in favour of an American nation in 
conflict with the United States,” he adds. 
“ The United States cannot consider herself 
burdened with a divine mission which 
authorises her to decide the life and destinies 
of other continents. Indirect intervention by 
the United States in favour of the Allies had 
been proved for a long time past by the 
despatch of war material. But direct inten- 
vention poses other problems. It is false to 
say that to save the: old world the United 
States must save Britain and France. These 
two nations represent only 90,000,000 people. 
Italy and Germany number 130,000,000 
people, without counting the nations friendly 
to them.”’

AT SUSSEX TOWN

the sea, where it vanished, as if a ‘plane 
were falling in flames. 

Sirens were also sounded in Sussex, 

A warning was also. sounded at. another 
town in Yorks. ‘The all clear signal was 
given forty minutes later. No bombs were 
dropped, and the sound of aircraft was not 
heard. 

Later the British Air Ministry announced: 
“Further air raid warnings have been 
sounded in the South and South-East of 
England, and also in the North Midlands.’’ 

he British Air Ministry announced early

A North-East Coast town had its first air 
raid warning this morning, and the “ All 
Clear ” was given an hour and a half later.

ON an estimate of £9,677 for the 

Taoiseach’s Department, in the 
Dail yesterday, Deputy Hickey sug- 
gested that the people were being 
confused with vague speeches about 
the danger of invasion, and said that 
there was too much make-believe 
that this country was io be invaded 
by one country or another. 


MR. DE VALERA’S REPLY 


Mr. DE VALERA, in reply, said that he 
did not know what Deputy Hickey was talk- 
ing about when he said that they were keep- 
ing the country in the dark. There was not 
a person in the country who did not know 
the position as well as ne (the Taoiseach) did. 

r. HICKEY—tThe statements are vague. 
1 did not say keeping in the dark 

Mr. DE VALERA—Can I be a prophet? 
Can the people in Switzerland say what is 
going to happen to them, or can tue people 
of Sweden? The fact is that we are a small 
country, and it might suit one of the 
belligerents to attack us, and it 1s simply a 
question for us to put ourselves in such a 
position of defence as would make it a costly 
affair—in a position to defend our liberties 
as best we can. How can I predict what 1s 
going to happen in this war ?—— 


THE SWISS PEOPLE 


Mr. HICKEY—It is felt that we are not 
telling— ; 

Mr. DE VALERA—What is felt? It is easy 
to make excuses. Those who do not want to 
make excuses can see the position we are In. 
What would the people think in Switzerland 
if somebody got up there and said: ‘‘ The 
Government is vague. It does not tell us 
whether we will be attacked from north, south, 
east or west.” 

The people in Switzerland for a long period 
of years have known that they must protect 
their neutrality by spending their resources 
to get their man-power into the position of 
protecting it. They are in the position they 
are in to-day—the position of freedom— 
because they did take these measures, and 
because they did not have people there say- 
ing: “ We will not defend ourselves aga*ust 
A, but against B or C.” 


THE WILFULLY BLIND 


They are in the position they hold to-day 
because they are well armed and are deter- 
mined to defend their neutrality. They 
would not be in that position to-day if they 
had sections of the people saying: “ Í am 
interested in one country; you are interested 
in a second, and you in a third.” Is the 
position to be that, because we cannot make 
up our minds which country will attack us, 
we will do nothing? In this country those 
who do not want to wilfully blind themselves 
can see that we are well within the war 
zone, and it might suit any one of the 
belligerents to try to interfere with the 
liberties which we claim to be ours, and 
which we can only hold if we are prepared 
to defend them. 

How can I make that clearer? 1 am not a 
rophet, and I have not tried to conceal the 
act—because I could not, at any rate—that 
the whole national territory is not under this 
Government. That is a thing which we have 
tried to get rid of, and we are not going to 
get rid of it by jeopardising our independence 
which we have got or in not taking measures 
to defend ourselves. 


GOVERNMENT’S ANXIETY 


Mr. DE VALERA added that what 
freedom which he had got was not final, but 
was taken on a basis on which there was a 
hope that they would ultimately get the 
freedom of the whole country. Were they 
going to lose that because he could not say 
by whom they would be attacked? 

“ I can only tell you to look at the map 
of Europe and see what is happening to-day, 
to see what part might be played by Ireland 
in the whole business,’’ said Mr. de Valera. 
If they did that they would realise the 
anxiety of the Government that we should 
prepare. with all possible speed to defend 
ourselves.

BOMBS ON ROOFS 


French ’planes have not only finished off 
columns of tanks which have been blocked, 
but have been going after the enemy’s 
armoured columns. 

The small highly penetrating projectiles of 
the French air cannon have been shown to 
have a devastating effect on the tanks’ roof 
armour. Most of the German tanks, while 
strongly armoured against land weapons, are 
only protected from above by single thick 
sheets of armour plating intended to ward off 
falling shrapnel. Moreover, they have no 
anti-aircraft guns and a very limited field of 
aerial observation. 
The German infantry have also been 
machine-gunned by the French "planes which 
are being very extensively used in the present 
battle. In the immediate rear and back areas 
Allied aviation is being employed in massive 
fashion. A big toll has been taken of 
German planes by French anti-aircraft 
batteries as well as the machine guns of the 
infantry, who have now learnt how to reply 
to air attacks. All these factors induced 
French military quarters to-night to take the 
view that the battle was developing in con- 
ditions satisfactory to the Allies in spite of

I regret that in spite of our efforts to keep 
expenditure down we have this year estimates 
of over five millions on the educational 
services that come under my department. For 
a country like ours this is a very considerable 
sum of money, over a sixth of our total 
revenue. The nation has certainly been 
generous in its expenditure on the services, 
supported by these votes, and it can justly 
claim that it is entitled to expect good results 


THE THREE RS 


For at least nine-tenths of the Irish people 

the primary school is the sole source of 
secular education. It is the function of these 
schools to equip the children with at least 
the minimum of qualifications required by 
modern life. They have the further, task 
of knitting up the broken threads of our 
national tradition by reviving the Irish 
language in so far as it can be revived in 
the schools. 
It has been stated here in Dail Eireann and 
elsewhere that the fundamental task of teach- 
ing the three Rs is not being satisfactorily 
carried out; that a considerable proportion of 
the children leave school with very poor train- 
ing in reading, writing and arithmetic. The 
reports of our inspectors do not seem to bear 
this out. The number of primary teachers 
marked by them as non-efficient is not 5 per 
cent. of the whole, and, of the remaining 95 
per cent., over a third are marked “highly 
efficient.” 


IRISH IN THE SCHOOL 


The other big issue in primary education 
is the question of Irish. There are two 
questions here—the teaching of Irish itself 
and the teaching of other subjects through 
Irish. As regards the teaching of Irish, it is 
hardly necessary for me to say that I consider 
it essential that Irish should become the 
language of our people, and that, therefore, 
I feel that the heart of all education in 
Ireland must be the teaching of Irish as a 
living language, so that within a reasonable 
time our people will speak it as naturally and 
easily as to-day they speak English. 
Personally, I find it hard to believe that 
the teaching of certain subjects which require 
a wide range of language and technical 
expression is not seriously affected by being 
given through a language which is not the 
native speech of the pupil£:'—lí I had been 
the initiator of the schemes for the revival of 
Irish in the schools, I think that I would have 
referred to concentrate on the teaching of 
rish itself, especially in the lower classes of 
the national schools, and to leave the teach- 
ing of other subjects through Irish for a later 
stage, when the pupils would have got a good 
grip of the language. 


WATCHING THE 
EXPERIMENT 


I have, however, no proof that I should 
have been right in adopting such a course. 
There can be little doubt that many national 
schools have achieved remarkable success in 
teaching all aE ie through Irish from the 
earliest stages. I, myself, have seen the work 
of some of these schools, and I have been 
very favourably impressed by it, but whether 
the method is one that can be carried to 
success by the average teacher I cannot say 
without fuller investigation. 

At present all that can be done is to watch 
the experiment very carefully. If as a result 
of fuller information I consider it desirable 
to have some modifications made in method 
I shall arrange to have this done. 


SECONDARY EDUCATION 


We have had to modify the secondary 
education curriculum somewhat to meet our 
special needs, but in the main we have fol- 
lowed the lines approved by experience. Over 
80 per cent. of our boys take Latin as one 
of the main subjects of their secondary school 
course—a proportion which is one of the 
highest in Europe, and is much higher than 
that for Great Britain or America. The 
proportion which takes Greek is about 25 
per cent. This figure is much higher than 
the European average, and more than twice 
that of Great Britain or America. In most 
of « ur girls’ secondary schools a modern Con- 
tinental language takes the place of Latin as 
th. third language, and here the percentage 
is still higher. Over 85 per cent. of our 
girls take French, while a considetable pro- 
portion takes Latin as well. The one weak 
point on our language side is the compara- 
tively small proportion of boys who take a 
modern Continental language. For instance, 
French, which is the most popular Con- 
tinental language with most of the pupils, is 
taken by, roughly, 25 per cent. only.

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IRISH IN PRIMARY 
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PROBLEM OF THE 


TEACHERS 


We have been faced for some time past by 
the problem of a falling school-going popula- 
tion, and a consequent diminution of the 
number of teaching posts available. We have 
gone some way to solve this problem by 
restricting recruitment for the training 
colleges to the limit consistent with our 
obligations to the young people who had 
entered on the four-year preparato “ee 
course, and so had established a claim to be 
allowed to proceed to the qualifying stage. 
As, however, rapid results are not attainable 
in this way we have tried to ease the imme- 
diate situation by creating additional posts 
for National Teachers. . : 

As a result of these latter measures approxi- 
mately 120 men and 130 women have already 
secured teaching posts which would not other- 
wise have been available, and: we hope in the 
near future to place 130 additio men in 
similer temporary posts until the needs for 
recruitment give them an apportunity of 
getting permanent employment. According 
to the figures at present available, it is 
estimated that by June. 1942, with the help 
of these additional appointments, the number 
of unemployed, teachers will have been 
reduced to negligible proportions. 

There are, approximately, 300 schools which 
have been condemned as unsuitable and in 
urgent need of replacement, at an estimated 
cost of £750,000. Another urgent require- 
ment is the erection of schools to serve new 
housing centres in Dublin, at á cost of 
£250,000. This formidable programme must 
obviously be spread over a number of years, 
but we intend to go ahead with the work as 
speedily as possible, 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS 


With regard ‘to the fourth educational 
service which comes on these estimates, that 
of the reformatory and industrial schools, I 
hope to introduce a bill embodying the main 
recommendations of the Commission which 
inquired into the system some years ago. 
Another and more urgent need which is being 
dealt with at present is the removal 
of the Boys’ Reformatory from the present 
old and unsuitable buildings at Glencree. 
The buildings chosen for this purpose are at 
Daingean, County Offaly, and are at present 
used by the Oblate Fathers to house their 
scholasticate. These premises are the pro- 
erty of the Government (Department of 
Seios. They have been reconstructed, 
and are now much better than those at 
Glencree. 


IRISH AS SPOKEN 


LANGUAGE 


I should like to refer to the problem as to 
how we are to provide that the Irish learned 
in the schools will be used as the language 
of life afterwards, If it is not so used, then 
the work of the schools, however excellent, 
will bear little fruit. 

There have been various proposals for the 
solution of this problem of making Irish 
the language of the after-life of the pupils, 
such as the formation of rape oy 
Scouts battalions, the setting up of Gaelic 
camps and hostels, the formation in each 
parish of Irish clubs which would provide 
amusement in the evenings for Irish-speaking 
boys and girls on condition that they used 
Irish while in the club. In the carrying out 
of all such plans, the Department of Educa- 
tion is ‘willing to give whatever help it can 
to the promoters of these schemes. It must, 
however, be emphasised that such schemes 
must be started and run by local initiative. 


TOO ENTHUSIASTIC 
Mr. HURLEY (Lab., Cork, 8.E.) said that 


when he was in Geneva last year he found 
that in the primary schools the teaching was 
all done in the French language. It was 
only when the children left the primary 
schools that the teaching of the second 
language was taken up, He thought that 
in this country they had been rather too 
enthusiastic with the idea of trying to get 
Irish taught faster than was possible, 


DR. MAHR’S POST 


Mr. E. BENSON (F.G., Dublin Town- 
ships) said that Dr. Mahr, an official of the 
National Museum, had been absent from his 
post for nine months. The full salary 
appeared in the estimates, and was, presum- 
ym y, still being paid. The work with which 
Dr. Mahr had been connected was getting 
into arrear. Were any steps being taken to 
put the matter right?

AGRICULTURAL EDUCATION 


Mr. E. CHILDERS ba Athlone-Long- 
ford) said that he could not help regarding 
education as, of necessity, including agri- 
culture in its purview. They had agri- 
cultural inspectors doing splendid work, but 
at least eighty per cent. of the persons 
engaged in agriculture never received the 
full training available to them from the 
Department of Agriculture. The Department 
of Education should consider how far agri- 
cultural education in general should be 
included in its programme. He felt that 
every person taking up the vocation of agri- 
culture should have available to him the 
same knowledge on how to produce goods 
for export as was available to his rivals. 
There was no doubt that their farmers 
lacked at least fifty per cent. of the know- 
ledge that was made available almost uni- 
versally to those who were their economic 
rivals. He wanted every Irish farmer to be 
taught as much about a blade of grass as 
the New Zealand farmer was, 

Mr. D. McCMENAMIN (F.G., Donegal) said 
that what was really wrong with education 
was that the children were allowed to leave 
school too early, and they were three years 
behind the standard of education that they 
were some years ago. It would be much 
better to keep them longer at school learning 
subjects with a strong agricultural bias. 
After all the money that had been spent 
on the teaching of Irish, he could not see 
what progress had been made. He considered 
it ridiculous to give a grant in the case of 
children living in the Gaeltacht.

That, was a very heavy task, 
but the language training, i it was well 
done, was going to be of the greatest possible 
value to the children. 

He would. make arithmetic the basis of 
mathematical education in the primary

anguages, writing and arithmetic, they had 
got the essentials if the pupils leaving their 
schools were to be able to enter life.

If they could arrive at a reasonable 
standard in the language, arithmetic, reading 
and writing, they could be satisfied that 
their primary course had fulfilled its function, 
and all he wanted was an examination at 
the end of the sourse to see that that 
standard was obtained. 

It was useless for anyone, said Mr, de 
Valera, to think that good work could be 
done in any school without a good deal of 
hard mechanica] work. A great mistake was 
made to me to appeal to the reasoning 
power of a child when that, reasoning power 
was not sufficiently developed. He himself 
had seen that mistake growing. 

The chances were that the criticisms of the 
primary system were not justified at all. He 
would try to urge that a little done well 
was worth doing. 

There had been a good deal of complaint 
about the policy of the Department in the 
teaching of Irish by people who had not 
made themselves acquainted with that policy. 
The policy was that where teachers were 
capable of teaching through Irish and where 
the children were able to learn through the 
language, then Irish should be used as a 
teaching medium. In the infant schools the 
only thing that was being taught was the 
language. He did not believe that the 
children’s minds were being stunted or that 
any harm was being done. : 

In the higher classes he would give more 
time to the development oí the knowledge 
of the language than he would to use of the 
language in learning other subjects. Three- 
fourths of the words used in the teaching of 
arithmetic could be Irish, and teachers with 
special qualifications could teach history 
through Irish, but the teacher who was not 
really good would have difficulties. 


VOCAL MUSIC 


Speaking of extra subjects, Mr. DE 
VALERA expressed a personal preference for 
vocal music. He thought it was a good thing 
to let the people sing these days. It would 
be better to be a nation of singers than a 
nation of fault-finders. Their system was a 
denominational one and the local managers 
had an important part to play. It would be 
much better if the managers did the inspec- 
tion. The Government were anxious that 
the managers should take a full and complete 
share in looking after the educational- work 
done in their schools. He thought that as 
far as possible they should make provision 
for playing fields. With regard to the teach- 
ing of agriculture, he thought that the best 
places for learning it were the homes on the 
farms, Mathematics was compulsory, as far 
as they could make it, compulsory, for the 
Intermediate examination for boys, but not 
for girls. 

A mid-day break in primary schools could 
be arranged in most cases by managers, and 
there was nothing in the regulations to pre- 
vent such an arrangement. 

As to Deputy Hurley’s reference to being 
‘abrupt’? about receiving the deputation 
from the primary teachers, he knew the finan- 
cial position was such that he could not 
dream of granting the request, and he con- 
sidered that there was no use in wasting his 
own time and the time of the deputation.
